Available facts showing 
progress in the local campaign 
for funds for a community 
swimming pool were presented 
to members of the Lions Club 
by Judge John C. Mead at a 
meeting July 9. 

Judge Mead, chairman of the 
pool waste paper drive and di¬ 
rector in the Sierra Madre 
Swimming Pool Ass’n, esti¬ 
mated the present balance to 
be in the neighborhood of 
$4000. The association, trustee 
for the swimming pool fund, 
will meet the night of July 21 
to evaluate progress to date 
and consolidate plans for con¬ 
tinuation of the fund-raising 
effort, Mead said. 

David Allen, treasurer of the 
Swimming Pool Ass’n, has 
stated that money deposited in 
the Swimming Pool account to 
date totals $692. 

Other proceeds publicly ear¬ 
marked for the swimming pool 
are as follows: 

Kick-off dinner sponsored by 
the City Recreation Commis¬ 
sion, $828; Community Break¬ 
fast, $364; combined P-TA’s 
booth at Foothill Fair, $660;

Lions contingent donation of 
$1000 provided construction be¬ 
gins in November; and paper 
drive proceeds, $300. 

The $692 on deposit with the 
swimming pool fund trustees 
includes $435 from the P-TA 
carnival last fall, $100 received 
by Ralph M. Welch for selling 
winning Honolulu trip ticket; 
$150 from the Kiwanis Club 
booth at the Fair, and an 
anonymous donation of $6.

The 
early application of water 
through the good old standby 
garden hose and the coopera¬ 
tion of neighbors with their 
hoses proved of great value in 
preventing the fire from 
spreading to nearby buildings. 

Chalk up another winner for 
the garden hose and for people 
who know how to use them. 

It is urgently urged by the 
fire department that all resi¬ 
dents have a good reliable hose 
connected or ready for use at 
all times. We have concrete 
proof that much of Sierra Ma- 
dre’s good low fire record can 
be attributed to the early ex¬ 
tinguishing of fires via garden 
hose. This is particularly ap¬ 
plicable to those areas where 
the mountain growth edges the 
property.

Advice Given on Hot Weather Comfort, Tips 
On Travel Safety and Wildlife Protection 


Hot weather and summer va¬ 
cation time has brought forth 
good advice and warnings from 
many sources, including the 
California State Highway Pa¬ 
trol, the State Department of 
Fish and Game, the National 
Automobile Club and the L. A. 
County Health Department. 

Dr. Roy O. Gilbert, county 
health officer, tells vacation¬ 
ists and stay-at-homes alike 
that summer living can be en¬ 
joyable and hot weather “put 
up with” with adoption of a 
few simple rules, namely: 

Eat usual foods in smaller 
quantities; drink more water, 
take an extra pinch of salt 
with meals (if not on salt-re¬ 
stricted diet); if going on a pic¬ 
nic avoid custard and cream 
filled pies and pastries, smoked 
hams, poultry, salad dressings 
and mixed sandwich fillings if 
not kept WELL REFRIGER¬ 
ATED, and take it easy and 
keep in the shade as much as 
possible. 

Don't Dump Trash 

The National Automobile 
Club asks motorists, campers 
and picnickers to avoid turning 
the beauties of wilderness 
areas into garbage dumps. 
Where trash receptacles are not 
handy the motor club advises 
smashing glass jars and bottles 
in bottom of a narrow hole and 


covering over with dirt and 
leaves. Get rid of paper by 
burning it (carefully) in the 
camp fire. Cans should be 
burned clean in the fire, 
smashed and taken away from 
the site or buried. 

The State of California De¬ 
partment of Fish and Game 
urges that vacationists give 
wildlife a “brake,” pointing out 
that many game animals and 
birds could be saved each year 
if motorists would keep a sharp 
outlook for them and use their 
brakes to avoid hitting them. 

Not at Cost of Human Life 

The State agency doesn’t ad¬ 
vocate endangering human life 
to save animal life. However, 
sudden contact with larger ani¬ 
mals also can be disastrous for 
the automobile and its pas¬ 
sengers. 

And the California Highway 
Patrol asks; 

“Packing your car for a vaca¬ 
tion trip? Leave plenty of room 
fob courtesy and obedience to 
traffic rules and regulations for 
you will need them if you are 
going to return home safely.” 

It’s safer and more enjoyable 
to drive within the law, point¬ 
ing out that just a second’s in¬ 
attention or thoughtlessness 
may cause an accident, spoil 
a vacation and may bring death 
or seripus injury.

Provocative

Reviewed 

THE YOUNG ELIZABETH 

By Jeannette & Francis Letton 
(Reviewed by Isabel Stradley) 

The young Elizabeth, Henry 
VIII’s daughter—and Anne Bo- 
leyn’s-Elizabeth, the hope of 
England, quick - witted, quick- 
moving, her spirit as -fiery as 
«her flaming hair, yet guided by 
a prudence beyond her years 
and a loyalty that was proof 
against all assaults; even those 
of love. 

This story of the young Eliza¬ 
beth in the dangerous years be¬ 
tween her father’s death and 
her sister Mary’s, is told with 
all the excitement of plot and 
counter plot, with the violence 
and intensity of a violent age. 

Reveal Personality 

The authors, the Lettons, 
whose play about Elizabeth 
has been a long-run hit of the 
London stage, have re-created 
in this fresh and fast-paced 
novel the brilliance, vitality 
and conflict of an extraordi¬ 
nary time, as well as the per¬ 
sonality of an extraordinary 
girl. We meet England—and 
Elizabeth — at a moment of 
crisis. 

There are few more suspense- 
filled interludes in history than 
those years of Elizabeth’s grow¬ 
ing up. It is a provocative 
study, this picture of a high- 
spirited, intelligent girl of 15 
who soon learns her very life¬ 
span hinges on the frenzied 
ambitions and fancies of those 
around her. 

Faced with Danger 

The dangers that lie ahead 
for Elizabeth begin with the 
attraction that exists between 
her and Thomas Seymour, the 
man who marries Katherine 
Pharr, Henry’s widow and 
Elizabeth’s stepmother. 

To win Elizabeth’s heart was 
child’s play for a man who had 
won so many. In the end it 
cost Thomas Seymour his life, 
and it taught Elizabeth one of 
the lessons of her destiny; that 
her only weapons against plots 
and treacheries were to be her 
clever wit and facile mind. She 
had to learn that whatever the 
cost, her duty was to the throne, 
that she belonged not to her¬ 
self but to England. She must 
learn to watch men die for her, 
to bear her sister’s envy, even 
to endure the threat of death— 
and make no sign. She must 
learn to be Queen of England. 
This story of the learning is 
very readable and sympathetic, 
an interesting and moving 
book.

Last November the people of 
the United States voted for a 
change in government. Believe 
it or not they only elected 471 
National leaders: A President, 
a Vice-President, 34 Senators 
and 435 Congressmen. Of these, 
only 245 were Republicans. 

Upon the shoulders of these 
245 and the 26 Republican 
Senators who already held of¬ 
fice, rests the responsibility for 
reorganizing a Government em¬ 
ploying nearly 2,600,000 people 
and carrying out their pledge to 
“restore integrity and compe¬ 
tence in our national govern¬ 
ment, and to establish an un¬ 
compromising code of honesty 
and ethics in Government serv¬ 
ice.” 

That’s quite an order. 

Nevertheless, progress is be¬ 
ing made. From a policy of 
wild and wooly deficit spend¬ 
ing, the creating of inflation by 
printing of additional money, 
the government is now exercis¬ 
ing Herculean efforts to pay its 
bills, balance its budget, and 
get on a sound economic basis, 
at the same time continuing 
the tremendous defense meas¬ 
ures needed here and abroad. 
It’s quite a job for 271 people. 

Interest Rates 

Veterans and other worthy 
would-be borrowers have been 
experiencing great difficulty 
getting money to build or buy 
homes. This has been due, in 
part, to the tremendous de¬ 
mand on the credit structure 
of the nation for war and other 
industries, partly to the in¬ 
creasing cost of servicing amor¬ 
tizing loans. 

Heavy demand for money 
naturally draws it out of un¬ 
profitable channels into places 
where it can earn. Accordingly 
the pegged 4 per cent interest 
rates on VA and FHA loans 
were providing little or no 
money in many parts of the 
country. The lack of supply 
for veterans literally drove the 
Veterans Administration to in¬ 
crease the interest rates slight¬ 
ly. Actually to the borrower the 
difference is only a few cents 
a week, but the other difference 
is he gets his money, as against 
not getting it. This all would 
be true except that the VA ar¬ 
bitrarily made certain other 
rulings, regarding special fees, 
refinancing discounts, etc., 
which again dried up the money 
supply. Personally, I am in 
hopes that will be corrected 
soon.

Overtime Sessions 

The House ran into overtime 
sessions debating and passing 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements, 
appropriations for Independent 
Offices, which included Atomic 
Energy Commission, the T V.A. 
and Veterans Administration, 
aggregating original requests 
for nearly 6.5 billion dollars 
against 8.6 billion dollars ap¬ 
propriations for 1953. We came 
out with a reduction of 3.3 bil¬ 
lion dollars from 1953, and over 
1.1 billion dollars reduction 
from 1954’s request. That’s over 
a thousand million dollars 
saved. 

We raised the "Veterans Hos¬ 
pitalization, Medical and Domi¬ 
ciliary” item 6 million dollars 
more than even the VA had re¬ 
quested and about 32 million 
dollars more than the Bureau 
of the Budget had asked for. 

We passed the Mutual Se¬ 
curity Act, it being reduced 
from the Truman request of 
$7.6 billion all the way down 
to $4,998 million. More than 
20 amendments, further cutting 
parts of it were defeated on the 
way.

a study made on 100 acne pa¬ 
tients at the University of Cin¬ 
cinnati College of Medicine. 
The report, published by the 
American Medical Ass’n, gives 
the following recommenda¬ 
tions: 

1. Avoid chocolate, cheese, 
cola drinks and excessive use 
of nuts and heavily fried foods. 
(It was found that chocolate 
aggravated the condition more 
than any other food.) 

2. Morning and night, make 
a lather with a non-irritating 
soap and hot water and apply 
it gently to the face with a soft 
washcloth. Avoid undue rub¬ 
bing. Leave each lathering on 
from 30 to 60 seconds; rinse 
the first one off with hot wa¬ 
ter but use cold water to re¬ 
move the second. 

3. Do not use greasy cosmet¬ 
ics or hair oil since they al¬ 
ways make the disorder worse. 

4. Shaving, an irritating proc¬ 
ess for those persons with se¬ 
vere acne, can be made less so 
by the use of an electric razor. 

5. If employment involves
